Seventh meeting 1926. 

Minutes of the regular meeting of 
the Council of Blackfoot M. D., No. 
218, held in the Municip.l office on 
Tuesday, July 18, 1926, at 11:15 a.m. 

Present: Reeve Thorssen, Deputy- 
Reeve McBean and Councillors May- 
nard, Elder, Daw and Dunstan, ‘ 

Owing to the temporary absence of 
the reeve the deputy-reeve took the 
chair, 

The minutes of the previous mect- 
ing were read and confirmed on mo- 
tion of Councillor Maynard. 

The road commissioner reported 
that negotiations for the purchasing 
of the road to the nuisance ground 
for the hamlet of Chancellor were not 
yet completed. 

The matter of the payment for the 
nuisance ground, and the right-of- 
way thereto was again discussed anc 
Councillor Dunstan strongly — pro- 
tested against the chiirging of the 
whole amount thereof to the hamlet 

As the reeve was now present he 
took the chair. 

It was pointed out that this grounc 
would not have been required had no. 
the Department of Health demandec 
that 4 suitable, place be provider 
wherein to dump refuse matter fron 
the hamlet. 

As full details of the total cost 
wera ‘not available it was moved by 
Counillor Daw and carried th.t th: 
matter be left over to be dealt wit! 
at a future meeting. 

The secretary reported that th 
sods and e.rth that had been throw: 
on he grassy sides of the trunk 10a 
by the contractor had all be«n cleare 
away. 

A letter was read from Mr, Davic 
Peebles st.ting that he refused t: 
allow this Municipality to deduc 
his arrears and current taxes fron 
the amount due him for work he had 
done on the roads; that another party 
had agreed to pay all, his arrears 
that his current taxes would be paic 
from the proceeds of this year’s cro} 
and demanded that he be paid at one 
in money, 

The secretary explained th.t Mr 
Peebles owed $111.93 in arreais anc 
current taxes; that this mianicipality 
owed Mr. Peebles $112.00 for wor 
done; that in making settlement he 
had followed instructions given in + 
resolution passed by this council a 
a previous meeting by fist deduct 
ing from the amount payable all taxe:
